LEGAL PHANTOMS. 


Many Statute That Exist Only 
, In the Imagination. 


EXAMPLES OF “NQ SUCH LAW” 


Copular Beliefs Which Have Sprung 
Up, Ne One K fie we Hew, and Beearn# 
Fixed Ideas,. Yet Have Ne Founda­ 
tion In Legislative Enactments. 


Many people have .the Idea that if 
ane owes a bill and goes to hie debtor 
and tells him that he la willing to pay 
and then offers some trifling sam on 
Account, say l l of even less per week 
or month, the creditor is obliged to 
take it, utterly regardless of the fabt 
that if creditors were obliged to re­ 
ceive payment in that way It would 
put most of them out of buslneee in a 
very short period. * 
There la no auth law. 
In the minds of very many people, 
especially In the country districts, 
there is another firmly fixed Idea that 
lf one person strikes another first the 
person assaulted may then all hot 
pound the other to death. 
There is no such law. 
A person assaulted has the right to 
defend himself, but he may not use 
any more force than necessary to do 
that. 
To use more than necessary 
force completely turns the tables, aud 
the assaulted becomes the aggressor 
and liable for his excess of zeal In 
damages commensurate with the dam­ 
age done. 
A person has the right to 
order an undesirable person from his 
premises and to use sufficient force to 
eject bim lf bo does not go when so 
ordered, but he has no right to acceler­ 
ate bls movements with oue or more 
well placed kicks. 
Many people who owe bills labor un­ 
der a strong Impression that it la the 
duty of their creditors to come to them 
for their money. 
There Is no such law. 
There is a proverb which says, “The 
borrower is servant to the lender." 
The bank will not come to you lf you 
owe a note which It holds for collec­ 
tion. Out of courtesy It will send you 
a notice that your note is due (It is not 
compelled to do that), but you must 
go to the bank to make payment 
In the country frequently and In 
the city sometimes one is told that, 
if a person dies leaving children and 
grandchildren, the children of a de­ 
ceased child, the grandchildren, are not 
entitled to the share of the estate 
which their parent would hare taken, 
as the father or mother having died 
there is no way whereby the inherit­ 
ance can pass over from the deceased 
to the grandchildren—in other words, 
the line is broken. 
There Is no such law. 
The statutes expressly provide that 
the children of deceased heirs take 
the share that would have goue to 
their parent 
A person owns a fruit tree and its 
branches overhang the land of bis 
neighbor. Many think because of that 
the neighbor Is entitled to the fruit 
ou the overhanging branches. 
There is no such law. 
lf the tree sat upon the line be­ 
tween the estates the neighbor would 
be entitled to one-half of the fruit 
hut being wholly on one aide the owner 
Is entitled to all the Droit and may go 
upon bis neighbor’s laud and gather It 
without being guilty of trespass, 
lf 
the neighbor does not like this a r 
rangemeut he may take bis ax or saw 
and cut the limbs off at the line be­ 
tween the estates, but be must throw 
them on his neighbor’s land, as the 
wood of the tree belongs to him. The 
owuer of the tree may not like to have 
his tree treated thus, hut ha cannot 
help himself. 
Two men own adjacent lots of land. 
One wishes to have a fence between 
them; the other does not Many people 
think that one may build the fence and 
compel the other ta pay for half of it 
There is no such law, . 
In such a case one owner may call 
in the fence viewers and have them 
ascertain the line and designate which 
part of the fence each shall build. 
Neither party, however, can compel the 
other to build auy particular style of 
fence. The mover in the matter may 
waut a fancy fence, but the other may 
build his half of uuy material satis 
factory to himself, aud so loug as It is 
a legal fence he cannot bs compelled 
to build auy other. 
Many shopkeepers demand that find­ 
ers of lost money or valuables In their 
■tores shall deliver them over to them, 
ss they own the articles because they 
were found on their premises. 
There is no such law. 
The finder of rnouey or other valu 
ables on the floor outside the counter 
In a store Is the owner of the same 
against the whole world except the 
loser, but it has been held that if the 
owner left the money or goods upon 
the counter or ou a table la the store 
they were practically in the care of 
the storekeeper and be had the right 
to their custody, while be could not 
make such a claim to goods which 
were found on the floor.—Boston Globe.

Success of New Bank Law Certain 
The Federal Reserve Bank Organization Commit­ 
tee on W ednesday returned to W ashington after a 
five w eeks’ trip through the country and in a state­ 
ment issued announce that its selection of Federal 
R eserve cities and definition of reserve districts 
would not be made until careful consideration had 
been given to tile information accum ulated on the 
trip 
'I'he statem ent said the com m ittee, Secretaries 
McAdoo and Houston, found the country prosperous 
and learned th at bankers and business men are 
greatly interested in the new banking sy stem and 
confident of its success. 
In a supplem ental state­ 
ment Secretary McAdoo asserted he hoped the new 
system would be established in tim e to tak e rare of 
crop-moving contingencies next year, but that if it 
were not the Treasury Departm ent would stand ready 
to place its funds again al the disposal of business 
men. 
T he com m ittee's statem ent in part follows: 
"In every section of the country the com m ittee has 
found a 
practically 
unanimous 
conviction 
among 
bankers and business men that the currency bill will 
bring about most beneficial changes In the business 
of 
the 
country. 
The 
comm ittee 
was 
presented 
everyw here with overwhelming evidence of the enor­ 
mous economic strength of the country and of the 
rapid progress of every section. 
The fact th at the 
n ation's banking resources as a whole m ade enor­ 
mous advances every twelve or fifteen years, approxi­ 
mately doubling in each such period, w as m ade evi­ 
d ent; while this is true of the country as a whole, it 
was show n th at certain sections are adv an cin g with 
m ore rapid strides than others, and th a t th e country 
is 
fundam entally 
exceptionally sound and strong 
economically. 
The facts and figures subm itted to 
tile com m ittee in every part of the co u n try show 
am azing growth and strength and disclose a condition 
of financial, industrial, commercial and agricultural 
soundness and prosperity that leaves no doubt as 
to the future. 
“T he comm ittee was impressed by the frank ad­ 
mission < I bankers throughout the country that, the 
present banking system not only encourages, but 
actually 
bas created striking artificial 
conditions 
at banking. 
With practical unanim ity, the opinion 
was expressed that the new m easure will restore 
norm al conditions with great resulting benefits; that 
the present system not only furnishes no protection 
.n times of real stringency, but also even in times 
of great prosperity, especially when there are boun­ 
teous crops, makes it impossible to m eet tile condi­ 
tions, and that there has been presented the singular 
contradiction of having bankers thrown into fear of 
panic by the emergency of wealth. The bankers were 
unanimously of tile opinion that the establishm ent 
ut this ieserv e system will no longer m ake our pros­ 
perity a peril and that it will relieve them of ap­ 
prehension and distress in those circum stances and 
give confidence and stability to business generally. 
A lre a d y practically all the capital represented by 
the national bunks has come in 
A num ber of State 
batiks have applied for national c h arters and may 
h a v e applied for membership in the Federal Reserve 
system. 
In every State in the Dillon which tile com­ 
m ittee lias visited it has heard expressions from Gov- 
ernors. banking commissioners and o th ers to the ef­ 
fect th a t where there is any legal disability against 
subscription by State banks, that disability would be 
removed and the further expression that S ta te banks 
w hich were eligible would very generally Beek to 
enter the system .” 
Secretary McAdoo’s statem ent said; 
“ In a few 
i n s t a n c e s the q u e s t i o n was a s k e d if the new Federal 
R e s e r v e banks would be organized in tim e to take 
care of the crop-moving contingencies next fall. 
It 
is hoped that the system may be established before 
that time, but if it should not be. the resources of the 
I’nited States Treasury will be placed again at the 
disposal ot and tie used for the protection of the 
h ultim ate business interests of th e country.”

Sproule Talks About Espee 
“Judging from the downward trend of Southern 
Pacific earnings the past year, our policy should be 
strict economy, but anyone who has been studying 
economic conditions in the W est knows that we are 
on the eve of a boom th at I confidently expect Will 
double the population of California, as well as many 
other W estern S ta te s in the next five years." 
This is the view taken of conditions by President 
Sproule of th e Southern Pacific Railway, who w as In 
Los Angeles this week. 
Continuing, Mr. Sproule 
said : 
‘ No new m ileage Is planned by us for Southern 
California. 
T he Pacific Electric will, however, build 
considerable and m ake im portant improvem ents this 
year 
As to details. I would rath er Mr. Shoup would 
speak for himself. 
I know that the Pacific Electric 
needs and will get. several millions of dollars for im­ 
portant work, but this is about as far as my know l­ 
edge goes.” 
Regarding the proposed line through Arizona via 
the Gila Box Canyon and Phoenix, Mr. Sproule said 
that 
plans have been made, but that nothing ctyi be 
done until the Governm ent decides whether or not It 
will create an irrigation reservoir out of the can ­ 
yon. 
lf the G overnm ent decides to use the canyon 
as a reservoir, th ere will be no railroad, for obvious 
reasons. 
Such a line would have great advantages 
over the p resen t line, as it would shorten the distance 
and cut out bad grades, and it would also be a line 
of great scenic attractions and also a valuable feeder 
for the Southern Pacific system as a whole, for there 
are no more fertile acres in the West titan the val­ 
leys of the Salt and H assayam pa Rivers.” 
As to the suit Instituted by the G overnment for the 
unm erging of the Southern Pacific-Central Pacific 
lines. Mr. Sproule was silent, but his statem en t th at 
the most im portant new construction work planned 
by the S outhern Pacific for 1914 is the double-track­ 
ing of practically the entire line across N evada was 
significant. 
“We have tw o outlets for exposition-year business 
on the south and we want as many east,” he said. 
"We expect to shoot them into San Francisco by way 
of Los Angeles and then out east, or vice versa, and 
we need the additional track to handle the business.”
